The title of this lesson, "Jonah- 
he Outreach of God's Love," is im- 
pressive in the truthfulness and ac- 
curacy with which it describes a book 
hut has been perhaps more seriously 
misunderstood and mistreated than 
•my other writing in history. 


With the serious literalism of those 


who have been unable in their read- 
ing of the Bible to realize the nature 
and extent of imagery in the pre- 
sentation of truth, or with .the light 
and trivial humor that has attached 
to it, reference to the book of Jonah 
has almost completely centered around 
the "fish, story." 


This would not matter so much 


were _ i t not that' i'nnMiis literalism 
and in this concentration upon the 
story of the great fish swallowing 
Jonah, there has been an almost com- 
plete loss of the great spiritual teach- 
ing and beauty of a book that al- 
though it is only of a few chapters, 
marks the very highest point of Old 
Tostment teaching in its conception 
of God and His grace. 


11 is not any part of this com- 


ment to enter into, or to discuss, the 
controversies by which men have mis- 
sed the message and meaning of this 
prophecy. But I do wish to emphasize 
Its great teaching. It is obvious that, 
to get any teaching from the book, 
it must be read as a whole. The text 
of our lesson, in fact, is taken from 
two chapters. But the book is not 
a long one, and even before consider- 
ing the passage set for a lesson, one 
should read the entire book. 


The details of the story are fairly 


familiar. Nineveh, at the time of the 
story, was a great and wicked city 
and Jonah received the call of God 
to go and witness there for righteous- 
ness and truth. It was not unnatural 
that he should rebel against such 
a task. It was an unpleasant task in 
itself, rto go as an individual and 
set himself as a preacher in the 


and 


in Jonah to obedience to this call. 
Nineveh was, a foreign city against 
which Jonah might have been expectr 
ed to have; all the prejudice of" a Jew, 
who believed himself to be of a 
chosen race. 


Here there emerges the great central 


idea of the book. aiid its teaching. 
It is a missionary book,, presenting 
with considerable clarity the con- 
ception of God as the God of the 
whole world -whose grace arid mercy 
are for all people and not for the 
chosen few. 
. 
, 


In this ' respect Jonah's reluctance 


to- go and preach in Nineveh is typ- 
ical of that narrow conception of re- 
ligion and life, • that lack of any ap- 
prehension of the richness and full- 
ness of God's mercy, which has led 
even good people in later ages, as 
m our own time, to be very apathetic 
regarding the spread of the Gospel. 


Is it not true that we are most con- 


tent to live within our own narrow 
circle of home, or community, or na- 
tion, disregarding the large world 
and its needs and the boundless grace 
of God which He has intended for 
all? 


W the world had been more a world 


of Christian missions, in the spirit 
of the Book of Jonah, it would be 
less the war-torn world, 
stricken 


with disaster, that it is today.
